Mr. Alex ander’s father, William 
M. Alex ander. Sr., living at 9 12 North 
M ain street, began to breed and grow 
for a perfect corn and the work was 
taken up by his son, who finally p er­ 
fected an almost perfect ear which 
has withstood the test of y ears. 
Alex ander’s Gold Standard is rec­ 
ognized now as about the best corn 
jrow n in Indiana. 
When the first 
com growers’ meeting was held in In­ 
dianapolis twelve y ears ago the first 
prize was 
awarded to 
Alex ander’s 
Gold Standard. 
This breed of corn 
has been winning prizes ever since. 
This was the grand championship 
©ver the world at that time because 
th at waft before the 
national corn 
■bo ws were held. At the first show in 
Indianapolis Prof. Shnmmel of the 
agriculture department at W ashing­ 
ton, who was one of the judges, said 
that Alex ander's Gold Standard was 
the best corn he had ever seen. 
L ater the com growers’ 
meeting 
was transferred to Purdue University 
where it is held annually at the P ur­ 
due University short 
course along 
with the annual meeting of growers 
of other grains and raisers of stock. 
There is a corn day at Purdue each 
y ear during the short course. 
Alex -

Standard has taken 
sweepstakes of the nation previous to 
the establishment of the national corn 
show. 
Only four national corn shows have 
been held. The first one was at Chic­ 
ago. the second and third at Omaha, 
and the fourth at Columbus.

Six th will be held in North Carolina, 
when from $60,000 to 
$75,000 in 
prizes will be awarded. 
Indiana has 
been beaten only once in the national 
sAiows, and that was at Columbus last 
▼ear.

“A Short Life and a Merry 


One,” Says MacFarland . 


N ewark, N. J., Feb. 8.—Chief Ju stice 
G u m m ere has sentenced Allison Mac­ 
Farland, convicted of m u rdering his 
wife by cau sing her to take cyanide 
of potassiu m , to die in the electric 
chair in the wTeek beginning M arch 17.

tim e, you r honor?” 
The chief ju stice ex plained that he 
was at liberty to m ake any statem ent 
he desired to showr 
why sentence 
shou ld not he pronou nced. 
“W ell, I wou ld sim ply say,” M acFar­ 
land replied, “that there 
are 
m a ny 
things which I feel m ight he offered 
to show' this thing in a different, light, 
and that for som e reason or other be­ 
yond my control those things have not 
been brou ght to light. 
It was a m atter 
which was ou t of my control and dis­ 
cretion. and I am in a position of being 
In the hands of another man who di­ 
rects the boat, and T sim ply yield to 
-su perior force, u nder protest. 
This is 
all I will have to say in the case, you r 
honor.” 
The death sentence was then pro­ 
nou nced and M acFarland was taken 
hack to the jail. 
A fter rolling a cig­ 
arette and lighting it he rem arked that 
“the joke” was on him. 
One of the 
constables said tha t it was a seriou s 
joke, and M acFarland replied: 
“Oh, I don’t know. 
Some people eat 
pork and beans all their lives and live 
to be a hu ndred years old. 
Me for a 
short life and a m erry one.”
